1, fhe attached tabulation shows the manpower potential of Eastern cernany 
including cast Berlin as computed on the basis of available material, 
Although this material. is incomplete, it is conprehensive enough to 
enable one to arrive at usable values regarcing the nunber of men fit 
for mijitary service, This tabulation is based on the age groups estab Lished 
by the Soviet National Defense Act as it is to be expected that “astern Ger. 
many as well as all the other satellites will follow the Soviet procedure 
in this respect. 


Age group I includes the 19 to 3-year olds; 
Age gvoup IT includes the 35 to Wevear olds; 
Age group ITI includes the 45 to 9-year olds, 


The 17 and 18 age croup was included in the first ave group, becuuse this 
group will probably be drafted in the event of a mobilization, as happened 

in the U.5.5.0,. during .orld vary IT, Under nornal conditions, the 1933 class 
will be available for the craft in Gctober 1952. Uevever, it may be expected 
that the Nast German Government, in theevent of the promulgation of a gceneral. 
military service law, would begin to draft the 1932 through 1928 classes 
wnieh were not trained during vi. II, in order te have thom as & reserve. On 
the average, these year classes consist of 100,000 to 105,000 abie~podied men, 
About 85,000 of these classes are not yet serving with the Volkspolizei (VP) 
or the SSU, and would be available for industion. In hastern Germany, the 
1933 class, which according to the “eviet National Defense Act would be in= 
cucted in the fall of 1952, has approxinately 90,000 men fit for military 
service who are still available, In srder to establish and maintain an army 
of 2 full-strength divisions with a total of approximately 250,000 men, a 
ninimum tine for military service will have to be at least tro Years.
